YOUTHFUL HIKERS FIND 
SKELETON IN FOOTHILLS 


School Doctor and Specialty Teacher 
Added to Present Faculty Staff 


The skeleton of a man who had 
apparently hanged himself several 
months ago was found Sunday in 
the foothills northeast of this city 
by two 12-year-old hikers, Billy 
Billings of Monrovia and Eugene 
Emerson of Arcadia.

The school board meeting of 
last week was faced with several 
important problems arising from 
the steady growth of Sierra 
Madre.

Also a demand has arisen for 
home instruction for physically 
handicapped or hospitalized chil¬ 
dren; in fact there are nine such 
cases to date and Mrs. McElfresh 
has been engaged for part time 
to go to the children’s homes. 
This teaching requirement is 
taken care of by the State. 

With the school having a total 
of 570 pupils this year and new 
ones coming each week, expansion 
of the present facilities were dis¬ 
cussed. Enrollment in the kinder¬ 
garten last year totaled 55 at 
this time and to date it is 80. 
Enrollment in the grades last year 
to date was 453, while this year 
it Is 490.

The first jury trill in the local 
City Court since Judge Noren 
Eaton succeeded Thomas Neal, 
August 1, 1942, was held Tuesday 
when James A. Irvine.

Billions of Vets’ j 
Lapsed Insurance 
Can Be Revived 

Several billions of dollars’ worth 
of National Service Life Insur¬ 
ance which has been lapsed by 
veterans of World War IT is still 
within the period of possible re¬ 
instatement and, in the majority 
of cases, could be put in force 
again by payment of only a few 
dollars, it was stated today by the 
Institute of Life Insurance. 

"Hundreds of thousands of the 
veterans who have allowed their 
service policies to lapse have been 
out of the service less than six 
months,” the Institute said, “and 
these policies can be put back in 
force at any time within six 
months of leaving the service, 
provided the owner is in as good 
health as when the policy lapsed. 

In the case of unconverted term 
policies, it is only necessary to 
pay up one month’s back pre¬ 
mium, which in most cases would 
be $7 or even lees. In the case of 
converted service policies, it is 
necessary to pay up all back pre¬ 
miums in order to restore the pol- 
I icy’s reserve, but relatively few of 
the lapsed policies have been con¬ 
verted. 

“This service policy is an in¬ 
vestment which every veteran 
should be persuaded to maintain 
—and everyone at home interest¬ 
ed in the veteran’s future should 
urge him to take this step before 
the time limit is passed.”
